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English  Politic*. 

The  political  event  of  the  week  is  the 
midden  change  which  has  taken  place  in 
England.  The  Liliera!  ministry  had  so 
often  escaped  defeat  during  the  t lying 
periods  of  Egyptian  and  Afghanistan 
eoniplieatious  that  their  downfall  at 
this  time  was  quite  unexpected.  That 
it  should  result  from  their  policy  of 
raising  additional  revenue  by  the  ini 
position  of  a  new  tax  on  lieer  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  English  sentiment  is 
chiefly  of  the  pocket  order.  Humili¬ 
ation  to  the  Empire  is  not  so  jnueh  re¬ 
sented  as  drafts  upon  tlu*  exchequer, 
Perhaps  the  shirtings  of  foreign  policy 
were  due  as.  much  to  changes  of  pub¬ 
lic  opinion/ as  to  the  hesitation  of 
the  ministry.  Dissensions  in  the 
Cabinet  over  the  renewal  of  the 
Irish  Coercion  acts  are  said  to  have 
tempered  the  miseries  of  defeat  to  the  fa) 
fen  leaders.  The  Earl  of  Salisbury  has 
conclmled  to  accept  office  at  a  time  of 
great  uncertainty,  when  heavy  responsi* 
bilitics  are  certain  to  fall  upon  the  gov¬ 
ernment.  The.  details  of  the  agreement 
with  Russia  are  to  be  completed ;  the 
heavy  war  expenses  already  incurred 
must  lie  provided  tor;  the  nationalist 
members  of  the  Irish  home-rule  party 
must  lie  satisfied,'  and  provision  must 
l>e  made  for.  carrying  ouV^he  details  of 
the  agreement,  by  which  two  million  vot¬ 
ers  are  to  l>c  added  to  the  electoral  con¬ 
stituency.  Ujxm  the  eve  of  a  new  tdec- 
tion  the  Conservatives  must  act  in  such  a, 
way  as  to  command  the  confidence  of  a 
mass  of  new  voters  of  whose  wishes  they 
are  as  yet  uncertain.  The  advantages 
of  the  situation  are  ap|>arently  with  the 
Liberals. 


The  Schbols. 

The  Commencement  season  with  its 
hosts. of  graduates,  its  orations,  music, 
and  gisxl  advice  will  inevitably  provoke 
anew  the  discussion  of  the  practicability 
of  our  modern  systems  of  education. 
This  we  do  not  propose  to  discuss,  but 
merely  to  notice  the  ilrift  of  matters  as 
they  apjx'ar  upon  the  surface.  In  the 
colleges  there  is  considerable  reaction 
from  the  old  system  of  classics.  Men 
destined  for  mechanical  ialiors  are  afford, 
ed  larger  choice.  Scientific  studies  are 
more  rigidly  followed.  New  branches 
are  constantly  added ;  preparations  are 
making  tor  postgraduate  courses  in  ev¬ 
ery  field  of  research.  It  is  evident  that 
the  future  college  gradnatc  is  to  be  not 
either  a  lawyer,  doctor,  or  minister,  but 
to  follow  any  one  of  a  thousand  directions 
in  his  lifework.  The  complexity  of  modern 
life  is  recognized,  and  provision  is  to  be 
1  made  for  it.  Columbia  and  Harvard  arc 
especially  organized  on  this  basis.  In 
cither  the  faculty  has  liccu  largely  in¬ 
creased,  with  new  apparatus  and  appli¬ 
ances-  Such  an  extension  means  that 
America  will  soon  be  able  to  supply  the 
instruction  for  which  it  has  long  lieen 
necessary  to  seek  the  advantage  of  Euro, 
pcan  universities. 

Industrial  Schools  are  also  to  l)C  organ¬ 
ized.  In  Massachusetts  these  have  for 
some  time  been  in  successful  operation. 
They  are  much  needed.  The  abrogation 
of  the  old  system  of  apprenticeship  makes 
thorn  necessary,  as  does  also  the  increas¬ 
ing  value  and  beauty  of  our  manufactured 
products.  The  provisions  made  by  the 
legislature  of  New  Jersey  can  as  yet 
hardly  be  said  to  have  been  utilized.  A 
small  beginning  has  however  been  made 
in  Newark;  perhaps,  in 'other  places. 
As  an  adjunct  to  our  system  of  common 
schools,  it  will  no  doubt  tic  successful  in 
vhc  larger  manufacturing  centres. 

The  high  school  system  still  remains. 
It  is  doing  better  work  than  ever.  Its 
graduates  arc  increasing,  and  the  gener¬ 
al  interest  in  reading  and- study  increases. 
The  growth  of  an  educated  public  opin¬ 
ion  is  one  of  the  most  encouraging  signs 
of  the  times.  Men  are  found  in  every 
town  lilicraUy  educated,  facile  with  the 
pen.  capable  q>eakers,  with  an  adequate 
knowledge  of  literature,  politics,  and  re- 
bg.our  literature.  Such  a  class  is  invalu¬ 


able  in  its  mfloefH-e  on  the  indiutrii*  of 
the  nation,  its  morals  mod  good  govern¬ 
ment. 

Every  where  the  temlenry  is  in  the  di¬ 
rection  of  better  schools;  more  practical, 
complex,  and  thorough  work.  For  these 
the  people  were  never /more  willing  to 
contribute  large  sums  ip  the  way  of  tax¬ 
ation,  anil  the  system  in  justified  by  its 
fruits.

Police. 

The  rceent  burglaries  should  call  the 
attention  of  the  public  again  to  a  great 
need  of  this  village,  and  that  is,  lietter 
police  protection. 

As  matters  stand  at  present  not  more 
than  two  peace  officers  arc  deputed  to 
patrol  the  town  at  night,  keep  the  cor¬ 
ners  free  from  loafers  and  protect  the 
whole  population  of  some  seven  thousand 
from  the  depredations  of  thieves. 

Were  this  some  country  village  in  the 
interior,  remote  from  large  cities,  even 
this  number  might  not  be  needed,  but 
for  a  town  of  this  size,  within  fourteen 
miles  of  New  York,  ami  four  of  Newark, 
in  the  center  of  a  large  manufacturing 
district,  the  number  is  grossly  inad¬ 
equate. 

This  town  is  in  reality  no  more  than 
a  suburb  of  New  York  or  Newark,  and 
were  the  limits  of  these  cities  extended 
as  much  as  those  of  western  cities,  this 
town  would  be  a  ward  in  one  of  them, 
ami  would  be  regularly  patrolled,  and 
the  city  that  did  not  thus  provide  police 
protection  for  its  outlying  wards,  would 
be  considered  grossly  negligent  of  the 
interests  of  its  citizens. 

In  what  material  respect  is  our  situa¬ 
tion  different  from  what  it  would  be  if 
we  were  a  ward  of  Newark  ?  The  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  city  is  not  increased  ;  the 
imaginary  line  sejwirating  the  town  from 
the  city  is  no  effectual  hai  rier  to  keep  out 
the  thief;  he  does  not  even  respect  our 
unprotected  condition,  but  whenever  it 
suits  him  to  escape  the  heat  of  the  city, 
he  seeks  the  green  fields  of  the  suburbs, 
ami  preys  upon  our  innocent  and  unsus¬ 
pecting  citizens. 

Some  may  say  that  the  total  cost  of  all 
the  burglaries  heretofore  committed 
this  village  would  not  equal  the  cost  of 
one  year’s  policing  of  t  he  town. 

That  may  be  so,  but  laying  aside  the 
obvious  answer,  that  it  is  not  fair  that  the 
loss  should  tall  on  a  few,  and  that  if  that 
view  is  taken  the  town  should  reimburse 
the  sufferers,  ami  neglecting  wholly  the 
moral  aspect  of  the  case,  the  answer  is 
conclusive  that  it  is  lietter  to  lock  the 
door  while  the  horse  is  still  in  the  stable 
than  after  lie  is  stolen ;  that  while  we 
have  suffered  little  as  yet,  Indore  long 
big  rolfoery  may  cost  more  than  many 
years’  ]x>licing. 

This  matter  should  lie  seriously  consid¬ 
ered,  and  some  action  taken  that  will 
insure  a  reasonable  degree  of  safety  from 
these  midnight  depredations. 

'I’he  hearts  of  the  American  People 
will  follow  the  fortunes  of  tlicir  hero, 
General  Grant,  to  his  retreat  at  Mount 
McGregor,  near  Saratoga,  New  York. 

A  special  train  made  up  of  palace  cars 
was  placed  at  his  dhqraal  by  the  Now 
York  Central  Road,  and  all  preparations 
have  been  made  for  his  comfort  at  his 
journey’s  end.  Whatever  money  and  kind 
attentions  can  do  will  lie  done  to 'smooth 
the  path  of  the  dying  hero.  There  seems 
but  slight  pros|>cct  of  his  recover^.  Yet 
the  results  of  this  change  will  be  awaited 
With  interest.  The  reminiscinccs  of  the 
war,  lately  published  with  the  advance 
sheets  of  General  Grant's  Autobiography, 
have  awakened  new  interest  m  him  and 
his  conquests.  His  memoirs  show  the 
respect  felt  by  him  for  the  conquered 
South,  who  now  are  able  to  partially 
requite  him  by  the  sympathy  displayed 
in  his  suffering.
